Did Not Question War Powers 


Judge Shaw said his finding did 
not question the war powers of 
congress, but whether "these war 
powers may be delegated to states, 
municipalities or other subdivisions 
of government." 


The opinion said congress, in the 
local option clause, "attempted to 
leave the matter entirely open to 
arbitrary 
determination 
by 
each 
state or other subdivision to deter- 
mine for itself whether or not it 
wants of needs rent control, and this 
Is entirely without rules or guide 
posts of any kind." 


"I can see no difference between 
this situation and one in which 
congress should pass a

any state which doesn't care to 
send soldiers may pass a law and 
say they did not choose to be in- 
volved, or an interstate commerce 
act with the provision that any 
st»te which chose not to be governed 
thereby could declare it self out.

Tokyo, Tuesday, July 26—(JP)—A 
150 mile an hour typhoon which 
ripped across Okinawa Saturday has

streets were under two to four feet 
of water. 
There were two to four 
inches of water on the floor of the 
U.S. consulate.

A new storm which had been 
moving toward Okinawa swerved to 
the north during the night and 
passed over or near Iwo Jima. Max- 
imum wind velocity was reported at 
70 miles an hour.

HOUSING BILL IS CONGRESS' 
MOST SIGNIFICANT ACTION 


It may turn out that the passage of the new national 
housirig bill will be the most striking—whether or not the 
wisest—action taken by this session of the 81st Congress. 


Here are some of the reasons the step is significant: 
1. It is the only major domestic legislation thus far 
approved which is a part of President Truman's Fair Deal 
program. 


2. Despite the fact that in a crucial test the measure 
was opposed by all but 24 Republicans in the House, the 
housing proposal drew heavy bipartisan support in the 
Senate and was essentially bipartisan in its origins. 


3. The bill's approval climaxed a long, winding leg- 
islative history that began in 1944 and ended successfully 
only after two previous failures in the House in 1946 and 
1948. 


Few measures ever have had the exhaustive, inten- 
sive study accorded this housing legislation.

Q. Can I get back the social secur- 
ity taxes I'vje paid? I'll be 65 years 
old next month. I had hoped to get 
social security when I was 65, but I 
haven't 
worked 
quite 
ten 
years 
under social security. I only worked 
about eight years under social se- 
curity ana now I'm not able to work 
anymore. I think I should get back 
my taxes. 


A. You can't get your taxes back, 
but you probably can get monthly 
retirement benefits when you're 65. 
Not all workers must have 10 years 
work under social security to qualify 
for payments. Only those who were 
under 45 years of age when social 
security started in January, 1937, 
need as much as 10 years work to 
qualify. You need to have worked 
only about one-half as many years 
as there are between January 1, 
1937,' and the date you become 65— 
about 15 i years in your case. You 
should get in touch with the Social 
Security 
Administration 
office in 
Springfield to find out about filin 
a claim for monthly payments. 


Q. I've b3cn getting unemploy- 
ment compensation for a couple of 
months now and someone just told 
me that I could get social security 
too: I'm 68 years old and I've worked 
under social security since it started 
I thought I had to wait until my 
unemployment 
compensation 
ran 
out—can 
I 
really get my 
social 
security now? 


A. You can get your social security 
payments right away if you ask for 
them. Getting them won't affect 
your rights to unemployment com 
pensation under Ihe Illinois Unem- 
j ployment Compensation Act. Unem- 
ployment benefits and social security 
payments are paid under two differ- 
ent laws, and Illinois workers who 
are entitled to both kinds of pay 
ments can get both at the same 
i time. 


Q. Is there any way I can check 
! up on my social security? I'm a car- 
penter and I've worked for a lot of 
different firms. I'm not sure if they 
all reported my wages. If I remember 
right, a couple of them didn't ask- 
for my social security number. I 
want to be sure of getting all that's 
cominsr to me when I'm 65. 


A. You can find out just how 
much wages have been credited to 
| your social security account by ask- 
ing the Social Security Administra- 
tion for a statement. There is a 
I special post card for this purpose. 
Ask for it at the Social Security 
; Field Office at Springfield. 111. Fili 
out the form and mail it. Within a 
short time, you'll get a statement 
of your social security account. Ii 
there is on error, the 'social security 
office will help you get it corrected. 
Every worker should check on his 
security account. He may do this 
as often as once a year and should 
do it at least once every- four years. 
This is because some mistakes can't 
be corrected if they aren't reported 
within four years.

As most of the force in a golf 
swing comes' from the right hand 
action, an important consideration 
is to get the right hand into a good 
hitting position at the top of the 
back-swing.

The left hand should not open, 
but should keep full control of the 
club.
